He said, 
intend to embrace your religion, so tell me something about ir.” The Jew said, ’’You 
will not embrace our religion unless you receive your share of Allah’s Anger." Zaid 
said,. LL I do not run except from Allah’s Anger, and E will never bear a bit of it if I have 
the power to avoid it. Can you tell me of some other religion?" He said, ”1 do not 
know any other religion except Hantf (Islamic Monotheism); Zaid enquired, “What is 
Hamf? ” He said, “ftamf is the religion of (the Prophet) Abraham -ok-, he was 
neither a Jew nor a Christian, and he used to warship none but Allah (Alone) — 
Islamic Monotheism,” Then Zaid went out and met a Christian religious scholar and 
told him the same (as before). The Christian said, ’’You will not embrace our religion 
unless you get a share of Allah's Curse.” Zaid replied, "I do not run except from 
ALIdh’S CufSe, and I will never hear any of Allah’s Curse and |[is Anger if] have the 
power to avoid them. Will you tell me of sonic other religion?'’ He replied, M I do not 
know any other religion except Hamf (Islamic Monotheism) ” Zaid enquired. "What

77* Have you not seen those who were told to hold back their 
hands (from fighting) and perform As-Salat {Iqdmtit-as- Salat), 
and give Zakdt , hut when the fighting was ordained tor them, 
behold! a section of them fear men as they fear Allah or even 
more. They say: “Our Lord! Why have you ordained for us 
fighting? Would that you had granted us respite for a short 
period?” Say: “Short is the enjoyment of this world. The 
Hereafter is (far) hettcr for him who tears Allah, and you shall 
not be dealt with unjustly even equal to a scali&h thread in the 
long slit of a date-stone. 

78, “Wheresoever you may be, death will overtake you even 

if you are in fortresses built up strong and high!** And if some 
good reaches them, they say, “This is from Allah,” but if some 
evil befalls them, they say, “This is from you (O Muhammad

97. Verily, as for those whom the angels take (in death) 
while they are wronging themselves (as they stayed among the 
disbelievers even though emigration was obligatory for them), 
they (angels) say (to Ihem): “In what (condition) were you?” 
They reply: “We were weak and oppressed on the earth,” They 
(angels) say: “Was not the earth of Allah spacious enough for 
you to emigrate therein?”

(of nee).’ So he drove them. O Allah? If you consider chat ] did that for fear of You, 
then please remove the rock.'

They 
said: “We indeed believe in that with which tie has been sent.” 

76* Those who were arrogant said: “Verily, we disbelieve in 
that which you believe in.” 

77* So they killed the she-camei and insolently defied the 
Commandment of their Lord, and said: “O Salih! Bring about 
your threats if you are indeed one of the Messengers (of 
Allah).” 

78. So the earthquake seized them, and they lay (dead), 
prostrate in their homes. 

79. Then he |Salihj turned from them, and said: “G my 
people! 1 have indeed conveyed to you the Message of my Lord, 
and have given you good advice but you like not good advisers.” 

80. And (remember) Lut (Lot), when he said to his people: 
“Do you commit the worst sin such as none preceding you has 
committed in the \Alamin (mankind and jinn)? 

81* “Verily, you practise your lusts on men instead of women. 
Nay, but you are a people transgressing beyond hounds (by 
committing great sins).” 

82* And the answer of his people was only that they said:

83* * Then We saved him and his family, except his wife; she 
was of those w ho remained behind (in the torment). 

84* And We rained down on them a rain (of stones)* Then 
see what was the end of the Mujrimun (criminals, polytheists 
and sinners)* 

85. And to (the people of) Madyan (Midiim), (We sent) their 
brotlier Shu‘aib. He said: “Q my people! Worship Allah! You 
have no other Hah (Cod) hut Him. \La ilaha Wallah (none has 
the right to lie worshipped but AIMh)]*” Verily, a clear proof 
(sign) from your Tord has come to you; so give full measure 
and full weight and wrong not men in their things, and do not 
do mischief on the earth after it has been set in order, that will 
be better for you, if you are believers. 

86* “And sit not on every road, threatening, and hindering 
from the Path of Allah those who believe in Him, and seeking 
to make it crooked* And remember when you were but few, 
and He multiplied yon* And see what was the end of the 
Mufsidun (mischief-makers, corrupters, liars)* 

87. “And if there is a party of you who believe in that with 
which 1 have been sent and a party who do not believe, so be 
patient until Allah judges between us, and lie is the ftest of

96. And if the people of the towns had believed and had Ihe 
Taqwa (piety), certainly, We should have opened for them 
blessings from the heaven and the earth, hut they denied (Ihe 
Messengers). So We took them (with punishment) for what 
they used to earn (polytheism and crimes). 

97. Did the people of Ihe towns then feel secure against the 
coming of Our punishment by night w hile they were asleep? 

9K. Or. did the people of the towns then feel secure against 
the coming of Our punishment in the forenoon while they were 
playing? 

99. Did they then feel secure against the Plan nf Allah? None 
feels secure from the Plan of Allah except the people who are 
the losers. 

100. Is it not clear to those who inherit the earth in 
succession from its (previous) possessors, that had We willed, 
W r c would have punished them for their sins. And Wc seat up 
their heads so that they hear not? 

101. Those were the towns whose story We relate to you (O 

Muhammad J*a)* And there came indeed to them 

their Messengers with dear proofs, hut they were not to believe 
in thiil which they had rejected before. Thus Allah does seal up 
the hearts of the disbelievers (from every kind of religious 
guidance). 

102. And most of Ihcm We found not true to their covenant, 
hut most of them We found indeed Fasiqun (rebellious, 
disobedient to Allah). 
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103. Then after them We sent Musa (Moses) with Our Signs 
to Fh“aun (Pharaoh) and his chiefs, hut they wrongfully 
rejected them. So see how was the end of the MufoiMn 
{in is chief-makers, corrupters)* 

104. And Musa (Moses) said: “O Fir* aim (Pharaoh)! Verily, 
i am a Messenger from the Lord of (he i Alamm (mankind, jinn 
and all that exists), 

HIS. ‘‘Proper it is for me that I say nothing concerning Allah 
hut the truth. Indeed ! have come to yon from your Lord with a 
clear proof.

106. [FiCaun (Pharaoh)] said: “If you have come with a 
sign, show it forth^ if you are one of Ihosc who tell the truth.” 

107. Then [Mfisa (Moses)] threw his stick and behold! it was 
a serpent, manifest! 

108. And he drew out his hand, and behold! it was white 
(with radiance) for the beholders, 

109. The chiefs of I he people of Fir‘aim (Pharaoh) said: 
“This is indeed a well-versed sorcerer; 

110. “He wants to get you out of your land, so what do you 
advise?” 

111. They said: “Put him and his brother off (for a time), 
and send callers to the cities to collect — 

112. “That they bring to you all well-versed sorcerers*” 

113. And so the sorcerers came to Fir k aun (Pharaoh). They 
said: “Indeed there will be a (good) reward for us if we arc the 
victors*” 

114. He said: “Yes, and moreover you will (in that case) be 
of (he nearesl (to me).” 

115. They said: “G Musa (Moses)! Either you throw (first), 
or shall we have the (first) throw?” 

116. He [Mfis& (Moses)] said: “Throw you (first).” So when 
they threw, they bewitched the eyes of the people, and struck 
terror into them, and they displayed a great magic* 

117. And We revealed to Musa (Moses) (saying): “Throw 
your stick,” and behold! It swallowed up straight away ail the 
falsehood which they showed. 
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118* Tints truth was confirmed* and all that they did was 
made of no effect. 

1 (9. So they were defeated there and returned disgraced. 

120. And the sorcerers fell down prostrate. 

121* They said; “We believe in the Lord of the *A la min 
(mankind, jinn and all that exists)* 

122. “The Lord of Musa (Moses) and Ha run (Aaron).” 

123, Fir*aun (Pharaoh) said: “Yon have believed in him 
[MfisS (Moses)] before i give you permission. Surely, this is a 
plot which you have plotted in the city to drive out its people, 

but vou shall come to know,

124* “Surely, 1 will cut off your hands and your feet from 
opposite sides, then I will crucify you ail,” 

125* They said: “Verily, we are returning to our Lord. 

126* “And you take vengeance on us only because we 
believed in the Ayat (proofs, evidences, lessons, signs, etc.) of 
our Lord when they reached us! Our Lord! pour out on us 
patience, and cause us 1o die as Muslims.” 

127. The ehiefs of Fir‘aun*s (Pharaoh) people said: “Will 
you leave Musa (Moses) and his people to spread mischief in 
the land, and to abandon you and your gods?” He said: “We 
will kill their sons, and let live their women, and we have 
indeed irresistible power over them.” 

128. Musa (Moses) said to his people: “Seek help in Allah 
and be patient Verily, the earth is Allah’s. He gives it as a 
heritage to whom He wills of His slaves; and the (blessed) end is 
for the Mutiaqun (the pious — sec V.2:2).” 

129* They said: “We (Children of Israel) had suffered 
troubles before vou came to us, and since vou have come to us. ' 
He said: “It may be that your Lord will destroy your enemy 
and make you successors on the earth, so that Me may see how 

vou act?”

130* And indeed We punished the people of Fir*aun 
(Pharaoh) with years of drought and shortness of fruits (crops), 
that they might remember (take heed), 

131* But whenever good came to them* they said: “Ours is 
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tliis.” And if evil afflicted them, they ascribed it to evil omens 
connected with Musa (Moses) and those with him. Be 
informed! Verily, their evil omens are with Allah hut most of 
them know not. 

132. They said (to Musa (Moses)|: “Whatever (proofs, 
evidences, verses, lessons, signs, revelations, etc.) you may 
bring to us, to work therewith your sorcery on us, we shall 
never believe in you," 

133. So We sent on them: the flood, the locusts, Ihe lice, the 
frogs, and the blood (as a succession of) manifest signs, yet they 
remained arrogant, and they were of those people who were 
Mujrimun (criminals, polytheists, sinners). 

134. And when the punishment fell on them they said; 4i O 
Musa (Moses)! Invoke your Lord for us because of His Promise 
to you, If you remove the punishment from us, we indeed shall 
believe in you, and we shall let the Children of Israel go with 


von. 


135. But when We removed the punishment from them to a 
lived term, which they had to reach, behold! they broke Ihcir 
word! 

136. So We took retribution from them. We drowned them 
in the sea, because they denied Our Ayat (proofs, evidences, 
verses, lessons, signs, revelations, etc.) and were heedless about 
them. 

137. And We made the people who were considered w r eak to 
Inherit the eastern parts of Ihe land and the western parts 
thereof which We have blessed. And the fair Word of your 
Lord w r as fulfilled for the Children of Israel, because of their 
endurance. And We destroyed completely all the great works 
and buildings which Fir^aun (Pharaoh) and bis people erected. 

138. And We brought the Children of Israel (wilh safely) 
across the sea, and they came upon a people devoted to some of

142. And We appointed for Musi (Moses) thirty nights and 
added (to the period) ten (mure), and he completed the term, 
appointed by his Lord, of forty nights. And Musa (Moses) said 
to his brother Ha run (Aaron): “Replace me among my people, 
act in the Right Way (by ordering the people to obey Allah and 
to worship Him Alone) and follow not the way of Hie Mufsidiin

143. And when Musa (Moses) came at the time and place 
appointed by Us, and his Lord (Allah) spoke to him; he said:

145. And We wrote for him on the Tablets the lesson to be 
drawn from all things and the explanation for all Ihings (and 
said): Mold to these with firmness, and enjoin your people to

148. And the people of Musa (Moses) made in his absence, 
out of their ornaments, the image of a calf (for worship), it had 
a sound (as if it was mooing). Hid they not sec that it could 
a either speak to them nor guide them to the way? They look it 
(for worship) and they were Zafintun (wrong-doers). 

149. And when they regretted and saw that they had gone 
astray, they (repented and) said: "If our Lord have not mercy 
upon us and forgive us T we shall certainly be of the losers.' 1 

150. And when Musa (Moses) returned to his people, angry 
and grieved, he said: “What an evil tiling is that which you 
have done (i.e. worshipping the calf) during my absence. Did 
you hasten and go ahead as regards the matter of your Lord 
(you left His worsh^p)? ,, And he threw down the Tablets and 
seized his brother by (the hair of) his head and dragged him 
towards him, |(larun (Aaron)| said: “Q snn of my mother! 
Indeed Ihe people judged me weak and were about to kill me, 
so make not the enemies rejoice over me, nor put me amongst 
the people who are Zatimun (wrongdoers). ’ 

151. Mus& (Moses) said: “O my Lord! Forgive me and my 
brother, and admit us into Your Mercy, for you are the Most 
Merciful of those who show mercy.” 
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152, Certainty, those who took the calf (for worship), wrath 
from their Lord and humiliation will come upon them in the life 
of this world. Thus do We recompense Ihose who invent lies. 

153. But those who committed evil deeds and then repented 
afterwards and believed, verily, your Lord after (all) that is 
indeed Oft-Forgiving, Most Merciful. 

154, And w hen the anger of Musa (Moses) was calmed down, 
he took up the Tablets; and in their inscription was guidance and! 
mercy for those who tear their Lord, 

155. And Musa (Moses) chose oul of his people seventy (of 
the best) men for Our appointed time and place of meeting, and 
when they were seized with a violent earthquake, he said: “O 
my Lord, if it had been Your W ill, You could have destroyed 
them and me before; would You destroy us for the deeds of the 
foolish ones among us? It is only Your Trial by which You lead 
astray whom You will, and keep guided whom You will. You 
are our Halt (Protector), so forgive us and have Mercy on us; 
for You are the Best of those who forgive, 

156* “And ordain for us good In this world, and in the 
Hereafter. Certainly we have turned to You." He said: (As to) 
My punishment I afflict therewith whom I will and My Mercy 
embraces all things. That (Mercy) I shall ordain for those who 
are Ihe Muttaqun (tile pious — See V.2:2), and give Zakat\ and 
those who believe in Our Ayat (proofs, evidences, verses, 
lessons, signs, revelations, etc.);

168* And We have broken them (i*e* the Jews) up into 
various, separate groups on Ihe earth: some of them are 
righteous and some are away from that, And We tried them 
with good (blessings) and evil (calamities) in order that they 
might turn (to Allah's Obedience). 

169* Then after them succeeded an (evil) generation, which 
inherited the Book, hut they chose (for themselves) the goods of 
this low life (evil pleasures of this world) saying (as an excuse): 
“(Everything) will be forgiven to us,” And if ( again) the offer of 
the like (evil pleasures of this world) came their way, I hey 
would (again) seize them (would commit those sins)* Was not 
the covenant of the Rook taken from them that they would not 
say about Allah anything but the truth? And they have studied 
what is in it {the Rook), And the home of the Hereafter is better 
for Ihose who are /1/-My1laquu (Ihe pious — See V.2:2). Do not 
vou then understand? 

1711. And as to those who hold fast to the Rook (Le. act on its 
teachings) and perform As-Salat (Iqdmui-as-Salat)^ certainly W r e 
shall never waste the reward of those who do righteous deeds* 

171. And (remember) when We raised the mountain over 
them as if it had been a canopy, and they thought that it was 
going to fall on them. (We said): “Hold firmly to what We have 
given you |i.e. the Taurat (Torah)|, and remember that which 
is therein (act on its commandments), so that you may fear 
Allah and obey Him*” 

172. And (remember) when your Lord brought forth from the 
Children of Adam* from their loins, their seed (or from Adam’s 
loin his offspring) and made them testify as to themselves (saying): 
“Am I not your Lord?” They said: “Yes! We testify',” lest you 
should say on the Day of Resurrection: “Verily* w r e have been 
unaware of this.” 

173. Or lest you should say: “It was only our fathers aforetime 
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who took others as partners in worship along with Allah, and we 
were (merely (heir) descendants after them; will You then destroy 
us hrealise of the deeds of men who practised AI-BMl (U* 
poly theism and committing crimes and sins, invoking and 
worshipping others hesides Allah)?** [Tafsir At-Tahari). 

174. Thns do We explain the Ayat (proofs, evidences, verses, 
lessons, signs, revelations, etc.) in detail, so that they may turn 
(to the truth)* 

175* And recite (O Muhammad^j to them the 

story of him to whom We gave Our Ayat (proofs, evidences, 
lessons, signs, etc.), hut he threw them away; so Shaitan (Satan) 
followed him up, and he became of those who went astray* 

176, And had We willed, We would surely have elevated him 
therewith, hut he clung to the earth and followed his own vain 
desire. So his parable is the parable of a dog: if you drive him 
away, he lolls his tongue out, or if you leave him alone, he (still) 
lolls his longue out* Such is the parable of the people who reject 
Our Ayat (proofs, evidences, verses, lessons, signs, revelations, 
etc.). So relaic (he stories, perhaps they may reflect. 

177. Evil is the parable of the people who rejected Our Ayat 
(proofs, evidences, verses and signs, etc,), and used to wrong 
their own selves* 

178* Whomsoever Allah guides, he is the guided one, and 
whomsoever He sends astray, — then those! They are the losers. 

179, And surely, We have created many of the jinn and 
mankind for Hell. They have hearts wherewith they under¬ 
stand not, and they Slave eyes wherewith they see not, and they 
have ears wherewith they hear not (the truth). They are like 
cattle* nay even more astray; those! They are the heedless ones. 

180* And (all) the Most Beautiful Names belong to Allah m , 
so call on Him by them, and Leave the company of (hose who 
belie or deny (or utter impious speech against) His Names,

With Him (Alone) is Ihe 
knowledge of the flour, He sends down the raits, and knows that which is in the 
wombs. No person knows what he will cam tomorrow, and no person knows in whal 
land lie will die. Verily, Allah in All-Knnwer, Well - Acquainted with all thing!*.' 1

193* And if you call them to guidance* they follow you not- It 
is the same for you whether you call them or you keep silent. 

194* Verily, those whom you call upon besides Allah arc 
slaves like you. So call upon them and let them answer you if 

vou arc truthful.

195* Have they teet wherewith they walk? Or have they 
hands wherewith they hold? Or have they eyes wherewith they 
see? Or have they ears wherewith they hear? Say (O 
Muhammad M u^ 3 ) 1 “Call your (so-called) partners

196. Verily, my Wait (Protector, Supporter, and Helper) is 
Allah Who has revealed the Book (the Qur’an), and He 
protects (supports and helps) the righteous.

You are innocent of what I do, and 1 am 
innocent of what you do!” 

42. And among them are some who listen to you. hut can 
you make the deaf 1o hear — even though they apprehend not? 

43* And among them are some who look at you, but can you 
guide the blind — even though they see not? 

44. Truly! Allah wrongs not mankind in aught; but mankind 
wrong themselves, 

45. And on the Day when He shall gather (resurrect) them 
together, (it will be) as if they had not stayed (in the life of this 
world and graves) but an hour of a day. They will recognise 
each other. Ruined indeed will be those who denied the 
Meeting with Allah and were not guided. 

46. Whether We show you (iu your lifetime, O Muhammad 
fl—j «ii lt^-*) some of what We promise them (the torment)*, 
or W T e cause you to die — still 1o Us is Iheir return, and 
moreover, Allah is Witness over what they used to do. 

47. And for every Ummah (a community or a nation) there is 
a Messenger; when their Messenger comes, the matter will be 
judged between them with justice, and they will not be 
wronged. 

48. And they say; “W hen will be this promise (the torment 
or the Day of Resurrection), if you speak the truth?” 

49. Say (O Muhammad M H I have no power 

over any harm or profit to myself except what Allah may will. 
For every Ummah (a community or a nation), there Is a term 
appointed; when their term comes, neither can they delay it 
nor can they advance It an hour (or a moment}.” (Tttfstr 
Al-Qurtubf). 

50. Say: “Tell me, if His torment should come to you by 
night or by day, which portion thereof would Ihe Mujrimun 
(disbelievers, polytheists, sinners, criminals) hasten on 7” 
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51. Is it then that when it has actually befallen, you will 
believe in it? What! Now (you believe)? And you used 
(aforetime) to hasten it on!” 

52. Then it will be said to them who wronged themselves: 
“Taste yon the everlasting torment! Are von recompensed 
(aught) save what you used to earn?” 

53. And they ask you (O Muhammad fh-j 4b to 
inform them (saying): “Is it Irue (i.e. the torment and the 
establishment of the Hour — the Day of Resurrection)?’ 7 Say; 
“Yes! By iny Lord! It is the very truth! and you camtol escape it!” 

54. And if every per son who had wronged {by disbelieving in 
A Hub and by worshipping others besides Allah) possessed all 
that is on the earth and sought to ransom himself'therewith (it 
will not be accepted), and they would feel in their hearts regret 
when they see the torment, and they will be judged with justice, 
and no wrong will be done to them- 111 

55. No doubt, surely, all that is in the heavens and the earth 
belongs to Allah. No doubt, surely, Allah’s Promise is Irue. But 
most of them know not. 

56. It is He Who gives life, and causes death, and to Him you 
(ail) shall return. 

57. O mankind! There has come to you a good advice from 
your Lord (i.e, the Qur'an, enjoining all that is good and 
forbidding all (hat is evil), and a healing fur (hat (disease of 
ignorance, doubt, hypocrisy and differences) which is in your 
breasts, — a guidance and a mercy (explaining lawful and 
unlawful things) for the believers. 

58. Say: “In the Bounty of Allah, and in His Mercy (i.e, 
Islam and the Qur'an); —therein let them rejoice.”

31, So when she heard of their accusation, she sent for them 
and prepared a banquet for them; she gave each one of (hem a 
knife (to cut the foodstuff with), and she said [(to Yusuf 
(Joseph)]: “Come out before them,” Then, when they saw him, 
they exalted him (at his beauty) and (in their astonishment) cut 
their hands. They said: “1 low perfect is Allah (or Allah forbid)! 
No man is this! This is none other than a noble angel!” 

32, She said: “This is he (the young man) about whom you 
did blame me, and I did seek to seduce him, hut he refused. 
And now if he refuses to obey my order, he shall cerlainly be 
cast into prison, and will be one of those who arc disgraced,” 

33, He said:“G my Lord! Prison is dearer to me than that to 
which they invite me. Unless You lurn away their plot from me, 
I will feel inclined towards them and he one (of those who 
commit sin and deserve blame or those who do deeds) of lhe 
ignorant.” 

34, So his laird answered his invocation, and turned away 
from him (heir plot. Verily, He is the All-Hearer, the All-Know er. 
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35. Then it occurred to them, after they had seen the proofs 
(of his innocence), to imprison him for a time. 

36. And Iherc entered with him two young men in the 
prison. One of them said: “Verily, I saw myself (in a dream) 
pressing wine*” The other said: “Verily, I saw myself (in a 
dream) carrying bread on my head and birds were eating 
thereof*” (They said): “Inform tis of the interpretation of this* 
Verily, we think you are one of Ihe Muhsinun {doers of good)*” 

37. He said: LL No food will come to you (in wakefulness or in 
dream) as your provision, but I will inform (in wakefulness) its 
interpretation before ii (the food) comes. This is of dial which 
my E.ord has taught me. Verily, I have abandoned the religion 
of a people that believe not in Allah and are disbelievers in the 
Hereafter (i.e. the KarP&nyyun of Egypt who were polytheists 
arid used to worship the sun and other false deities}* 

38. “And 1 have followed the religion of my fathers, 111 — 
Ibrahim (Abraham), Ishaq (Isaac) and Ya^quh (Jacob) I 
^1], and never could we attribute any partners whatsoever 

to Allah. This is from the Grace of Allah to us and to mankind, 
but most men thank not (i*e* they neither believe in Allah, nor 
worship Him). 

39. “G two companions of Ihe prison! Are many different 
Lords (gods) better or Allah, the One, the Irresistible? 

40* “You do not worship besides Him hut only names which 
you have named (forged) — you and your fathers — for which 
Allah has sent down no authority. The command (or the 
judgement) is for none but Allah. He has commanded that you 
worship none but Him (i.e. His Monotheism): that is the (Irue) 
straight religion, hut most nicn know not. 

41, “O tw r o companions of the prison! As for one of you, he 
(as a servant) will pour out wine for his lord (king or master) to 
drink: and as for the other, he will be crucified and birds will 
eat from his head* Thus is the case judged concerning which 
you both did inquire.” 

42. And lie said to the one whom he knew to be saved: 
“Mention me to your lord (i.e. your king, so as to get me out of

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the prison)*” But tire Shaitan (Satan) made him forget to 
mention il to his lord [or Satan made Yusuf (Joseph) to forget 
the remembrance of his Lord (Allah) as to ask for His Help, 
instead of others). So [Yusuf (Joseph)] stayed in prison a few 
(more) years. 

43, And the king (of Egypt) said: “Verily, I saw (in a dream) 
seven fat cows, whom seven lean ones were devouring, and seven 
green ears of corn, and (seven) others dry. O notables! Explain 
to me my dream, if it he that you can interpret dreams*” 

44. They said: “Mixed up false dreams and we are not 
skilled in the interpretation of dreams.” 

45, Then the man who was released (one of the two w r ho 
were in prison), now at length remembered and said: “I will tell 
you its interpretation, so send me forth*” 

46. (He said): “O Yusuf (Joseph), the man of truth! Explain 
to us (the dream) of seven fat cows whom seven lean ones were 
devouring, and of seven green ears of corn, and (seven) others 
dry, that 1 may return to the people, and that they may know r .” 

47* f (Yusuf (Joseph)] said: “For seven consecutive years, you 
shall sow as usual and that (the harvest) which you reap you 
shall leave it in the ears, (all) except a little of it which you may 
cut. 

48* “Then will come after that, seven hard (years), which 
will devour what you have laid by in advance for them, (all) 
except a little of that which you have guarded (stored). 

49, “Then thereafter will come a year in which people will 
have ahundant rain and in which they will press (wine and oil)." 

50* And flie king said: “Bring him to me*” But when the 
messenger came to him, [Yusuf (Joseph)| said; “Return to your 
Lord and ask him, 1 VVhal happened to the women who cut their 
hands? Surely, my Lord (Allah) is All-Knower of their plot.’” 

5L (The King) said (to the women): “What was your affair 
when you did seek to seduce Yusuf (Joseph)?” The women 
said: “Allah forbid! No evil know we againsl him!” The wife of 
A1-*Azlz said: “Now the truth is manifest (to all); it was 1 who 
sought to seduce him, and he is surely of the truthful.” 
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52, [Then Yousuf (Joseph) said; “1 asked far this enquiry | in 
order that he (Al- L Aziz) may know thal 1 betrayed him not in 
(his) absence. And, verily, Allah guides not the plot of the 
betrayers.” 111 

53, “And I tree not myself (from the blame). Verily, the 
(human) self is inclined 1o evil, except when my Lord bestows 
His Mercy (upon whom He wills). Verily, my Lord is 
Oft-Forgiving, Most Merciful,” 

54, And Ihe king said: “Bring him to me that 1 may attach 
him to my person,” Then, when he spoke to him, he said; 
“Verily, this day, you are witlh us high in rank and fully 
trusted.” 

55, |Y usuf (Joseph)| said: “Set me over the store-houses of 
tile land; I will indeed guard I hern with full knowledge” (as a 
minister of finance in Egypt). 

56, Thus did We give full authority to Yiisuf (Joseph) in the 
land, to lake possession therein, when or where he likes. W ? e 
bestow of Our Mercy on whom We will, and W r e make not to be 
lost the reward of Ai-Muhsin&rt (the good-doers — See 
V.2:112). 

57, And verily, the rewurd of the Hereafter is better for 
those who believe and used to fear AH sill and keep their duty to 
Him (by abstaining from all kinds of sins and evil deeds and by 
performing all kinds of righteous good deeds). 

58, And Yusufs (Joseph) brethren came and they entered to 
him, and he recognized them, but they recognized him not. 

59, And when he had furnished them with their provisions 
(according to their need), he said: “Bring me a brother of yours 
from your father (he meant Benjamin), See you not that I give 
full measure, and that 1 am the best of the hosts? 

60, “But if you bring him not to me, there shat! be no measure 
(of corn) for you with me, nor shall you come near me.”

65. And when they opened their bags, they found their 
money had been returned to them.

66. He | Ya^qub (Jacob)] said: “1 will not send him with you 
until you swear a solemn oath to me in Allah’s Name, that you 
will bring him back to me unless you are yourselves surrounded 
(by enemies),” And when they had sworn their solemn oath, he 
said: “Allah is the Witness to what we have said.” 

67. And he said: “O my sons! Do not enter by one gate* but 
enter by different gates, and 1 cannot avail you against Allah at 
all* Ver ily, the decision rests only with Allah. In Him, I put my 
trust and let all those that trust* put their trust in Him.” 111

When he finished his job, he searched lor a conveyance so that he might reach 
in time for the repayment of the debt, hut he could not find any. So, he took a piece of 
wood and made a hole in it, inserted in it one thousand dinars and a letter to the lender 
and. ch en dosed (i.e. scaled) the hole tightly, lie took the piece of wood to the sea and 
said. O Allah! You know well that [ took a loan of one thousand dinars from 
so-and-so- Tie demanded a surety from me hut I told him that Allah’s Guarantee was- 
sufficient and he accepted Your Guarantee, lie then asked fora witness and L told him 
that Allah was sufficient as a Wilncss, and he accepted You as a Witness, No doubt, I 
have it ied hard to find a conveyance so that 1 could pay his money hack hut could not 
find, so 1 hand over this money to You.' Saying that, he threvy the piece of wood into 
the Sea till it went out far into it, and then he went away. Meanwhile he started 
searching for a conveyance in order to teach the creditor’s country. One day the 
lender came out of his house to sec whether a ship had arrived bringing his money, 
and all of a sudden he saw the piece of Wood (in which bin money had been 
deposited). He took it home to use for fire. When he sawed it, he found his money and 
the letter inside it Shorily after that, the debtor came bringing one thousand dinars to 
him and said, "By Allah, I had been trying hard to get a boat, so that I could bring you 
your money, but failed to get one before the one 1 have come by.' Ihc lender asked,

76, So, he | Yusuf (Joseph)J began (the search) in their hags 
before the bag of his brother. Then lie brought it out of his 
brother’s bag. Thus did We plan for Yusuf (Joseph). He could 
not take his brother by the law of the king (as a slave), except 
that Allah willed if. (So, Allah made the brothers to hind 
themselves with their way of “punishment, i,e, enslaving of a 
thief*”) We raise to degrees whom We will, but over all those 
endowed with knowledge is the All-Knowing (Allah).

4. And m the earth are neighbouring tracts, and gardens of 
vines, and green crops (fields), and date-palms, growing into 
two or three from a single stem root, or otherwise (one stem 
root for every palm), watered with the same water; yet, some of 
them We make more excellent than others to eat. Verily, in 
these things there arc Aydt (proofs, evidences, lessons, signs) for 
the people who understand.

10, It is the same (to Him) whether any of you conceal his 
speech or declares it openly, whether he be hid by night or goes 
forth freely by day.

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Allah, Verily, Allah will not change the (good) condition of a 
people as long as they do not change their slate (of goodness) 
themselves (by com mil ling sins and by being ungrateful and 
disobedient to Allah).

12. It is He Who shows you the lightning, as a fear (fur

46. He (Allah) said: “Fear not, verily, 1 am with you both, 
hearing and seeing.

59. [Musa (Moses)| said: “Your appointed meeting is the 
day of the festival, and let the people assemble when the sun

6(1, So Fir L aun (Pharaoh} withdrew* devised his plot and 
then came hack. 

61. Mfisa (Moses} said to them: “Woe to you! Invent nut a lie 
against Allah, lest He should destroy you completely by a 
torment. And surely, he who invents a lie (against Allah) will 
fail miserably.” 

62. Then they debated one wilh another what they musl do, 
and they kept I heir talk secret. 

63. They said: “Verily, these are 1 wo magicians* Their object 
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is to drive you out from your Land with their magic, and to take 
you away from your superior way {overcome your chiefs and 
nobles). 

64. “So devise your plot, and then assemble in line. And 
whoever overcomes I his day will he indeed successful.” 

65. They safd:“0 Musa (Moses)! Either you throw first or 
we be the first to throw ?” 

66. [Musa (Moses)] said: “Nay, Lhrow r you (first)!” Then 
behold! their ropes and their sticks, by their magic, appeared 
to him as though they moved fast. 

67. So Musa (Moses) conceived fear in himself. 

68. We (Allah) said: “Fear not! Surely, you will have the 
upper hand. 

69. "And throw that which is In your right hand! It will 
swallow up that w r hich they have made* That which they have 
made is only a magician's trick, and the magician will never he 
successful, to whatever amount (of skill) he may attain.” 

70. So I lie magicians fell down prostrale. They said: “We 
believe in the Lord of Harun (Aaron) and Musa (Moses).” 

71. [Fir’aun (Pharaoh)] said: “Believe you in him [Musa 
(Moses)[ before 1 give you permission? Verily, he is your chief 
who has taught you magic. So I will surely cut off your hands 
and feel on opposite sides, and I will surely crucify you on the 
trunks of date-palms, and you shall surely know which of us ft 
(Fir‘aun - Pharaoh) or the Lord of Musa (Moses) (Allah)] can 
give the severe and more lasting torment.”

85. (Allah) said: “Verily, We have tried your people in your 
absence, and As-Samiri has led them astray.”

(punishment) in this life will be that you will say: “Touch me not 
(i.e. you will live alone exiled away from mankind); and verily 
(for a future torment), you have a promise that will not fail. And 
look at your Hah (god) to which you have been devoted. We will 
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certainly burn it, and scatter its particles in tie sea.”

99. Thus We relate to you (O Muhammad *4^ -&I (jLd) 
some information of what happened before. And indeed We 
have given you from Us a Reminder (this Qur f an), 

100. Whoever turns away from it (this Qur'an — i.e. does 
not believe in it, nor acts on its orders), verily, they will bear a 
heavy burden (of sins) on lhe Day of Resurrection, 111 

101. They will abide in that (state in the Fire of Hell) — and 
evil indeed will it he that load for them on the Day of 
Resurrection; 

102. The Day when the Trumpet will he blown (the second 
blowing); that l>ay, We shall gather the Mujrimun (criminals, 
polytheists, sinners, disbelievers in the Oneness of Allah) blue 
or hlind-eyed with thirst- 

103. They will speak in a very low r voice to each other 
(saying): “You stayed not longer than ten (days),” 

104. We know r very well what they will say, when the best 
among them in knowledge and wisdom will say; “Yon stayed 
no longer than a day!”

30. That (Manflsik — prescribed duties of Hajj is the 
obligation that mankind owes to Allah) and whoever honours the 
sacred things of Allah, then that is better for him with his Lord. 
The cal lie are lawful 1o you* except Ihose (thal will be) mentioned 
to you (as exceptions). So shun the abomination (worshipping) of 
idol, and shun lying speech (false statements}^ 3 ' — 

31 ♦ Ifuttafa' Lillah (Le, worshiping none but Allah}, not 
associating partners (in worship) to Him; and whoever assigns 
partners to Allah, it is as if he had fallen from the sky, and the 
birds had snatched him* or the wind had thrown him to a far 
off place. 

32. Thus it is [what has been mentioned in the above said

may receive mercy (from Allah). 

57, Consider not that file disbelievers can escape in the land. 
Their abode shall be the Fire — and worst indeed is that 
destination, 

58, O you who believe! Let your slaves and slave-girls, and 
those among you w ho have not come to the age of puberty ask 
your permission (before they come to your presence) on three 
occasions: before t'ajr (morning) Salat (prayer), and while you 
put off your clothes for the noonday (rest), and after the *fahd f 
(late-night) Salat (prayer), ( these) three times are of privacy 
for vou; other than these times there is no sin on von or on 
them to move ahnut, attending to each other. Thus Allah makes 
clear the Aydt (the Verses of this Qur’an, showing proofs for 
the legal aspects of permission for visits) to yon. And Allah is 
All-Knowing, All-Wise. 

59, And when the children among you come to puberty, then 
let them (also) ask for permission, as those senior to them (in 
age). Thus All&h makes clear His Ay&t (Commandments and 
legal obligations) for you. And Allah is All-Knowing, All-Wise* 

60, And as for women past child-bearing who do not expect 
wed-Jock, it is no sin on them if they discard their (outer) 
clothing in such a way as not to show their adornment. But to 
refrain (i.e. not to discard their outer clothing) is better for 
them. And Allah is All-Hearer, All-Knower, 

61, There is no restriction on the blind, nor any restriction 
on the Jame, nor any restriction on the sick, nor on yourselves, if 
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you eat from your houses, or the houses of your fathers, or the 
houses of your mothers, or the houses of your brothers, or the 
houses of your sisters, or the houses of your fathers brothers, 
or the houses of your fathers sisters, or the houses of your 
mother's brothers, or the houses of your mother’s sisters, or 
(from that) whereof you hold keys, or (from the house) of a 
friend. No sin on you whether you eat logclher or apart. But 
when you enter the houses, greet one another with a greeting 
from Allah (i.e. say: fSJ* As-Saldmu *Alaikum — peace be 
on you),' 1 * blessed and good. Thus Allah makes clear the Aydt 
(these Verses or your religious symbols and signs) to you that 
you may understand. 

62. The true believers are only (hose who believe in (the 
Oneness ot) Allah and IIis Messenger (Muhammad 

pWj), and when they are with him on some common matter, 
they go not away until they have asked his permission. Verily, 
those who ask your permission, those are they who (really) 
believe in AMh and His Messenger. So, if they ask your 
permission for some affairs of theirs, give permission to whom 
you will of them, and ask Allih for their forgiveness. Truly, 
Allah is Oft-Forgiving, Most Merciful.

64. Certainly, to Allah belongs all that is in the heavens and 
the earth.

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Children of Israel) among them; killing their sons, and letting 
their females live. Verily, he was of the Mufsidun (i.e. those who 
commit great sins and crimes, oppressors, tyrants), 

5. And We wished to do a favour to those who were w r eak 
(and oppressed) in the land, and to make them rulers and to 
make them the inheritors, 

6. And to establish them in the land, and We let Firiaun 
(Pharaoh) and Hainan and their hosts receive from them that 
which they feared, 

7. And We inspired the mother of Musa (Moses): (telling): 
“Suckle him jMusa (Moses)], but when you fear for him, then 
cast him into llie river and fear not, nor grieve. Verily, We 
shall bring him back to you, and shall make him one of (Our) 
Messengers, 1 '’ 1 Tafstr Al-Qurtubi\ 

8. Then the household of Firiaun (Pharaoh) picked him up, 
that he might become for them an enemy and a (cause of) grief. 
Verily, Firiaun (Pharaoh), Human and their hosts were sinners. 

9. And the wife of Firiaun (Pharaoh) said: “A comfort of the 
eye for me and for you. Kill him not, perhaps he may be of 
benefit to us, or w r e may adopt him as a son.” And they 
perceived not (the result of that). 

It), And the heart of the mother of Musa (Moses) became 
empty [from every thought, except the thought of Musa 
(Moses)]. She was very near to disclose his (case, i.e. the child is 
her son), had We not strengthened her heart (with Faith), so 
that she might remain as one of Ihe believers. 

11. And she said to his [Musa's (Moses)] sister: “Follow 
him.” So she (his sister) watched him from a far place secretly, 
while they perceived not, 

12. And We had already forbidden (other) foster suckling 
mothers for him, until she (his sister came up and) said: “Shall 
I direct you to a household who will rear him for you, and look 
after him in a good manner?” 

13. So did We restore him to his mother, that her eye might 
be comforted, and that she might not grieve, and that she might 
know that the Promise of Allah is true. But most of them know r 
not. 

14. And when lie allained his full strength, and was perfect 
(in manhood), We bestowed on him Hukm (Prophethood, and 
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right judgement of the affairs) and religious knowledge fof the 
religion of his fore fill hers i.e. Islamic Monotheism]. And thus 
do We reward Hie Muhsinfirt (i.e* good doers. See Ihe foolnole 
ofV.9:120). 

15. And he entered the city at a time of unawareness of its 
people; and he found there two men fighting, — one of his 
party (his religion — from the Children of Israel), and the 
other of his foes.

IK. So he became afraid, looking ahout in the city (waiting as 
to what will he the result of his crime of killing), when behold, 
the man who had sought his help the day before, called for his 
help (again). Musa (Moses) said to him: “Verily, you are a 
plain miskadcr!” 

19. Then when he decided to seize the man who was an 
enemy to both of them, the man said; “G Musa (Moses)! Is it 
vour intention to kill me as von killed a man yesterday? Your 
aim is nothing hut to become a tyrant in the Land, and not to be 
one of those w ho do ri ght." 

20. And there came a man running, from the farthest end of 
the city. He said: “O Musa (Moses)! Verily, the chiefs are 
faking eounsel together about you, to kill you, so escape. Truly, 
I am one of the good advisers to you.” 

21. So he escaped from there, looking about in a state of 
fear* He said: “My Lord! Save me from Ihe people who are 
Zulimun {polytheists and wrong-doers)!”

(their flocks). He said: + *What is the matter with you?” T hey 
said; “We cannot water (our flocks) until the shepherds take 
(their flocks). And our father is a very old man.” 

24. So he watered (their flocks) for them, then he turned 
hack to shade, and said: “My Lord! Truly, I am in need of 
whatever good that You bestow on me!” 

25. Then Ihere came to him one of the two women, walking 
shyly. She said: “Verily, my father calls you lhat he may 
reward you for having watered (our flocks) for us.” So when he 
came to him and narrated the sturv, he said: “Fear you not. 
You have escaped from the people who are Zalimun 
(polytheists, disbelievers, and wrong-doers).” 

26. And said one of them ((he two women): “O my falher! 
Hire him? Verily, the best of men for you to hire is Ihe strung 
the trustworthy,” 

27. He said: “I intend to wed one of these two daughters of 
mine to you* on condition that you serve me for eight years; but 
if you complete ten years, il will be (a favour) from you. But I 
intend not to place you under a difficulty. If Alkih wills, you 
will find me one of the righteous.” 

28. He [Mtisa (Moses)] said: “That {is settled) between me 
and you: whichever of the two terms I fulfil, there will be no 
injustice to me, and Allah is Surety over what we say.” 

29. Then, when Musa (Moses) had fulfilled the term, and 
was travelling with liis family, he saw a fire in the direction of 
Tur (Mount), He said to his family; “Wait, 1 have seen a fire; 
perhaps I may bring you from there some information, or a 
burning fire-brand that you may warm yourselves,” 

50, So when he reached it (the tire), he was called from the 
right side nf the valley, in the blessed place, from the tree: “O 
Musa {Moses)! Verily, 1 am Allah, the Lord of the ‘Alamin 
(mankind, jinn and all that exists)! 

31, “And throw your stick!” But when he saw it moving as if 
if were a snake, he turned in flight, and Looked not back, (It 
was said;) “O Musa (Moses)! Draw near, and fear not. Verily,

36, Then when Musa (Moses) came to them with Our Clear 
Ay at (proofs, evidences, verses, lessons, signs, revelations, etc,), 
they said: “This is nothing hut invented magic. Never did we

37, Musa (Moses) said: “My Lord knows besl him who came 
with guidance from Him, and whose will be the happy end in the 
Hereafter.

Forgiveness, for you unless I am forbidden tt> tin ho," Then the following Verne was 
revealed: "It is not proper for the Prophet and those who believe to ask Allah’s 
Forgiveness for the Mushnkm even though they be of kin, after it has become cleat to 
them that they are the dwellers, of the (Hell) Fire (because they died in a state of 
disbelief)." (V.9:113). 

The other Verse was also revealed: "Verily, you (0 Muhammad T Lj j | ^ ■“»’ 
guide not whom you like, but Allah guides whom He wills."

21. And among His Signs is thal He created for you wives 
from among yourselves, that you may find repose in them, and 
He has put between you affection and mercy. Verily, in that are 
indeed signs for a people who reflect.

Once, while Allah's Messenger Ao *4° Al lJ L^ was reciting the above Verse, 'Adi bin 

1 Tfiliiu said, “O Allah's Prophetf They do not worship them (rabbis ami monks).” 
Allah’s Messenger ^ Ai said. “They certainly do. They (i.e. rabbis arid 
monks) made legal things illegal, and illegal things legal, and they (t.e. Jews and 
Christians) followed them, and by doing SO they really worshipped them,” [Narrated 
by Ahmad, At-Tinnidbi, and Ibn Jarir. (Tafsir A r- Tabari, VoUG, Page No. 114)]

(disbelieving) nation plotted against their Messenger to seize 
him, and disputed by means of falsehood to refute therewith 
the truth. So I seized them (with punishment), and how 
(terrible) was My punishment! 

6 . Thus has Ihe Word of your Lord been justified against those 
w ho disbelieved, that they will be the dwellers of the Fire, 111 

7. Those (angels) who hear the Throne (of Allah) and those 
around it glorify the praises of their Lord., and believe in Him, 
and ask forgiveness for those who believe (in the Oneness of 
Allah) (saying); w Our Lord! You comprehend all things in 
mercy and knowledge, so forgive those who repent and follow 
Your Way, and save them from the torment of the blazing Fire! 

8 . K D|ir Lord! And make them enter the *Adn (Lden) 
Paradise (everJasting Cardens) which you have promised them 
— and to the righteous among their fathers, their wives, and 
their offspring! Verily, You arc the All-Mighty, the All-Wise- 

9. ^And save them from (the punishmenl for what they did of) 
the sins, and whomsoever You save from (the punishment for 
what he did of) the sins (i.e. pardon him) that Day, him verily. 
You have taken into mercy,” And that is the supreme success. 

10. Those who disbelieve will be addressed (at the time of 
entering Ihe Fire): “AliillTs aversion was greater towards you 
(in Ihe worldly life when you used to reject the Failh) than your 
aversion towards one another (now in the Fire of Hell, as you 
are now enemies to one another)* when you were called to the 
Failh but you used to refuse.” 

11. They will say: i,l- Our Lord! You have made us to die twice 
(i.e. we were dead in the loins of our fathers and dead after our 
life in this world), and You have given us life twice (i.e. life 
when we were born and life when we are Resurrected)! Now we 
confess our sins, then is there any way lo get out (of the Fire)?” 
( Tafsir AI-QurtiiM) 

12. (It will be said): "‘■This is because, when Allah Atone was 
invoked (in worship) you disbelieved (denied), bm when

13. It is He Who shows you His Ayai {proofs, evidences, 
verses, lessons, signs, revelations, etc.) and sends down {rain 
with which grows) provision for you from the sky, And none 
remembers but those who turn (to Allah in obedience and) in 
repentance (by begging His Pardon and by worshipping and 
obeying Him Alone and none else). 

14. So, call you (O Muhammad j&I and Ihe 

believers) upon (or invoke) Allah making (your) worship pure 
for Him (Alone) (by worshipping none but Him and by doing 
religious deeds sincerely for AU&h’s sake only and not to show 
off and not to set up rivals with Him in worship), however 
much the disbelievers (in the Oneness of Allah) may hate (it), 

15. (He is Allah) Owner of High Ranks and Degrees, the 
Owner of the Throne. He sends the revelation by His 
Command to any of His slaves He wills, that he (the person 
who receives revelation) may warn (men) of the Day of Mutual 
Meeting (i.e. the Day of Resurrection). 

16. The Day when they wilt (all) come out, nothing of (hem 
will be hidden from Allah. Whose is the kingdom this Day? 
(Allah Himself will reply to His Question): It is Allah's, the 
One, the Irresistible! 

17. This Day shall every person he recompensed for what he 
earned. This Day no injustice (shall he done to anybody). 
Truly, Allah is Swift in reckoning. 

18. And warn them (O Muhammad Ad jl«a) of the 

Day that is drawing near (i.e. the Day of Resurrection), when 
the hearts will he choking the throats, and Ihey can neither 
return them (hearts) to their chests nor can they throw them 
out* There will he no friend, nor an intercessor for the Zaiimitn 
(polytheists and wrong-doers), who could be given heed to. 

19. Allah knows the fraud of the eyes, and ail that the 
breasts conceal* 


1,1 (V 40:12) Narrated "Abdullah ^ "The Prophet A -1 A* & J*** taid one 
statement and ] said another The Prophet Ao ■A * 1 * ^ -j^ 3 &aid: ‘Whoever dies while 
still invoking anything other than Allah as a rival to Allah, will enter Hell (Fire)/ And 

I ‘Whoever dies without invoking anything as a rival to Allah, will enter 

Paradise."" (Satifh Al-Hukhdrt T VoL 6* Hadith No. 24).

Yours is the kingdom today, you being 
dominant in the Land. But who will save us from the Torment 
of Allah, should it befall us?” Fir l aun (Pharaoh) said; “I show 
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you only that which 1 sec (correct), and I guide you only to the 
path of light policy!” 

30. And he who believed said: “O my people! Verily, 1 fear 
for you a fate like that day (of disaster) of the Confederates (of 
old)!

3. A Book whereof the Verses are explained in detail — a 
Qur’an in Arabic for a people who know. 

4 . Giving glad tidings [of Paradise to the one who believes in 
the Oneness of Allah {i.c. Islamic Monotheism) and fears Allah 
much (abstains from all kinds of sins and evil deeds) and Loves 
Allah mud) (performing all kinds of good deeds which He has 
ordained)]* and warning (of punishment it) the Hell-fire to the 
one who disbelieves in the Oneness of Allah)* but most of them 
turn away, so they hear not. 

5. And they say: “Our hearts are under coverings (screened) 
from that to which you invite us: and in our ears is deafness* 
and between us and you is a screen: so work you (on your 
way); verily* we are working (on our way)*” 

6 . Say (O Muhammad fknj 4i1 urn only a human 

being like you. It is revealed to me that your Ilah (God) is One 
Ilah (God — Allah)* therefore lake Straight Path to Him (with 
true Faith — Islamic Monotheism) and obedience 1o Him* and 
seek forgiveness of Him* And woe to Al-Mushrikun (the 
polytheists, idolaters* disbelievers in the Oneness of Allah). 

7. Those who give not the Zakat and they arc disbelievers in 
the Hereafter.

Al Ashram was lhc governor of Yemen on behalf of the king of Ethiopia (as Yemen 
was a part of Lhc Ethiopian kingdom). He { Abrahah j Lhoughl tn huiltl a house (like Lhc 
Kii tn/li at Makkah) in San'a (the capital of Yemen) and tali the Arabs to perform the 
pilgrimage there in San'a instead of the Ka'bak {At-Bait Ai-Harfim ) in Makkah. with 
the intention of diverting the trade and benefits from Makkah to Yemen. He presented 
his idea to die king of Ethiopia who agreed to Iris idea. So die house (church) was 
built and he named it Al-Qulfais: there was no cluireh of its like at that lime Then a 
man from the Quraish tribe of Makkah came there and was infuriated by it, so he 
relieved Ins nature (stools and urine) in it, soiled its walls and went away. When 
Aboihah Al-Ashram. saw that, he could n<H control his anger and raised an army to 
invade Makkah and demolish die Ka'bak. lie had in that army thirteen elephants and 
amongst lhem was an elephant called Mahmud which was the biggest of them, So that 
army proceeded and none amongst the Arab tribes that faced them (fought against 
them} hut was killed and defeated, till it approached near Makkali. Thai there took 
place negotiations between Abrahah Al-Ashram and ihe chief of Makkah (Abdul 
Muttalib bin HSshiin, the grandfather of the Prophet A* 5 t#^), Mid it was 

concluded that Abrahah would restore the camels of Abdul Muttalib which lie had 
taken away, and [hen he (Abrahah Al-Ashram) would decide himself as regards the 
Ka buli. Abdul Muttalib ordered die men of Makkah to evacuate the city and go to die 
top of the mountains along with their wives and children in case some harm should 
come to then] from the- invading oppressors. Then that army moved towards Makkah 
till tlicy readied valley Muhassir. While the army was marching towards Makkab, in 
the middle of the valley, suddenly il was overtaken by flocks of birds, flocks after 
Hocks, air-raiding that army with small stones slightly bigger than a lentil seed. There 
never fell a stone on a soldier except it dissolved his flesh and burst it into pieces So 
they perished with a total destruction. Abrahah Al-Ashram fled away while his flesh 
was bursting into pieces till he died on the way (back to Yemen). Such was the victory 
bestowed by Allah, (the All-Majestic. All-Powerful} to the people of Makkah and 
such was the protection provided by 1 Jim. for His House (Kn 'bah in Makkah). (See 
Tapfy ibn Kathir, SfiratAl FU).

Allah had been sending Prophets and Messengers to his devotees, 
in order to invite them, to the worship of Allah and Allah Alone, to order them not to 
ascribe partners It) I lira and bring them out of the darkness of polytheism into the 
tight of Monotheism. All die Prophets preached Tauhul {i.e. Monotheism, the Belief 
m the Oneness of Allah, the Glorious, the Elevated. The following verses from the 
Noble Quran illustrate this fact ; 

"‘Indeed We sent Nth (Noah) to his people, and lie said : 'G my people ' Worship 
Allah 1 You have no other Hah {God) but Him, {74 HI aha Mullah* none has the righl 
to be worshipped but Allah). Certainly, I fear for y[)u the torment of a great DaV 1” {V. 

7:59). 

"And to 'Ad (people. Wt sent} their brother Hhd. lie said : 'O my people ! 
Worship Allah ! You have no other jfi'-liA (God) but Hun. (L& ifltiha Mullah, none has 
the righl to be worshipped but .Allah). Will you not fear {Allah) ^ " (V 7:6?},

Every Prophet was sent to his own nation foi their guidance, but the message of 
Prophet Muhammad -J-** nn was general for all mankind and jinn.

(A) The Oneness of the Lordship of Allah; Tauhid-ar-Rubfthiyytik : To believe 
that there is only one Lord for all the universe. Who is its Creator, Organizer, 
Planner, Suslainer, and the Giver of security, etc., and that is AllAh. 

(B) The fineness of the Worship of Allah; Tauhtd al UMthiyyah: To believe that 
none has the right to be worshipped (e.g. praying, invoking, asking for help from the

And with the confession of this great sentence {i.e. principle) a person enters in 
the fold of the Islamic religion accordingly, it is essential for him to believe in all the 
Messengers of Allah and not to differentials between them.

Shirk implies ascribing partners tc.i All all or ascribing divine ailributcs to others 
besides Allah and believing that the source of power, harm and blessings comes from 
others besides .Allah. 

Almighty AllSli say*. 

"Verily, Allah forgives not that partners should be set up with Him (in worship),, 
but He forgives except lhat (anyihing else) to whom He wills; and whoever sets up 
partners to Allah (in worship), has indeed invented a tremendous sin.“(V. 4:4 S), 

Almighty Allah says. 

"Then when the Trumpet is blown, there will be no kinship among them lhat Day, 
nor will they ask of one another. 

'■"Then, those whose Seales (or good deeds) are heavy, these! they are the 
succeSsful- 

"And those whose scales (of good deeds) arc light, they arc those who lose their 
own selves; in Hell will they abide."

POLYTHEISM AND ITS VARIOUS MANIFESTATIONS 

Definition: Shirk basically isc polytheiSrrt, i.e., the worship of other. 1 ; along with. 
Allah. It also implies attributing divine attributes to any other besides Allah. It 
particularly implies assticialing partners in worship with Al]5b or believing that tine 
souicc of power, harm or blessings is from others besides Allah. 

Types: There are three types of Shirk, namely: 

{1} Ash-Shirk al-Akhar, i.e. ttlajOf Shirk 

{2} Ash-Shirk al-Asghar, i.e. minor Shirk 

{3) Ash-Shirk al-KhafL i c. inconspicuous Shirk, 

Manifestations: (1) Ash-Shirk al-Akbar (The major Shirk}- The major and 
serious polytheistic form, has four aspccls: 

{a) Shirk ad iJy d\ Le. mvocation.This aspect implies invoking, supplicating or 
praying to other deities besides Allah. 

Almighty Allah says: 

"And when they embark oil a ship they invoice Allah, making theit Faith pure l'or 
Him only, hut when He brings them safely to land, behold, they give a share of their 
worship to others," (V.£9:65) 

{b} Shirk nn-iVtyya.h n-al-IrSdah witl-Qfljd. Tills aspect implies intentions, 
purpose and determination in acts of worship or leligious deeds, not for the sake of 
Aildh but directed towards other deities. 

Almighty Alhih says: 

"Whosoever desires the life of the world and its glitter, to them We shall pay in 
lull (the wages of) their deeds therein, and they will have no diminution (herein. They 
are those for whom there Is nothing in the Hereafter hut Fire: and vain are the deeds 
they did therein. And of no effect is that which they used to do."{Y. 11:15,16) 

(c) Shirk ai-Td 'ah. This aspect implies rendering obedience to any authority 
against the Order of AllSh. Almighty AllHh says: 

"'They (Jews and Christians) tonic their Rabbis and their monks to be their lords 
besides Allah (by obeying them in things which they made lawful or Uni awful 
according to their own desires without being ordered by Allah}, and (they also took as 
their lord) Messiah, son of Maryam (Mary), while they (Jews and Christians} were 
commanded (in Hie Torah and the Gospel} to worship none but One Hah {God i.e., 
Allah), 11 i itdha ilia Huwa (none has the right to be worshipped hut He).

monks).” Allah’s Messenger said, “They certainly do, They fi.e. Hobbit and monks) 
made legal things illegal, and LI legal things legal, ant! they fi.e Jews ami Christians) 
fallowed [hem; and hy doing SO they really worshipped diem.''{Narrated hy Ahmad, 
At-Tirmidht . and Ibn Jarir). {Taf.ur Al-Tabari, Vol. 1 0, Page No. 11,4). 

(d) Shirk-at-Mahefobah This implies showing the love which is due (o Allah 
Alone to others than Him 

Almighty Allah says" 

"And of mankind are some who take {for worship) others besides .Allah as rivals 
(to Allah), They love them as they love .Allah Bui those who believe, love Allah more 
(ihan anything else), If only those who do wrong could see, when they will see the 
torment, that all power belongs to Allah and that Allah is Severe in punishment,” (V, 
2:165) 

(2) Ash-Shirk-oI-Asghar Ar-Riyd ' (The minor Shirk, i,c acts performed to show 
off). Any act of worship or any religious deed done in order to gain praise, fame or for 
worldly benefit, falls under this category. 

Almighty Allah says: 

"Say {O Muhammad <-Lf- I am only a man like you, it has been 

revealed to me that your Hah (God) is One Hah (God — i.c. Allah;' So whoever hopes 
for the meeting with his Lord, let him work righteousness and associate none as a 
partner in the worship of his Lord ! ” (V. IS; 110) 

(3) Ash-Shirk-al-Khafi (The inconspicuous Shirk). This type implies being 
inwardly dissatisfied with the inevitable condition that has been ordained for one by 
Allah: conscientiously lanterning that had you done or not done such and such or had 
you approached such and such you would have had a better status, etc, 

The Noble Prophet Muhammad un ^L^said 

"Ash Shirk-ill Khafi m tlic Muslim nation is more inconspicuous titan the 
creeping of a black ant a on black rock in the pitch darkness of the night." .'And this 
mconspieuous Shirk is expiated by saying tlirice the following sentences every day: 
“O Allah! I Take Your refuge from that I should ascribe anything as partner in Your 
worship, being conscious of that, and I beg Your pardon for that sin which l am not 
aware of.“

DISBELIEF AND ITS VARIOUS MANIFESTATIONS 

Ku.fr is basically disbelief in any of the articles of Faith in Tslam 

The articles of Faith arc; to believe in — 

{1) Allah, 

{2} Hi?, angels. 

{3} His Messengers. 

{4} His revealed Books, 

(5} The Day of Resurrection, and 

{6} AI-Qadfir, Divine Piemdaimnenls (i.e. Whatever Allah p-j has ordained 
must come to pass). 

There are twci aspcmls of disbelief' 

(lb The major disbelief (A[-Kufr-al-Akbar)\ This aspect excludes one completely 
from the fold of Islam. Tiierc- are five types (of lhi' : ; major disbelief}: 

(a) Kufr-at-Takdhib, This implies disbelieving the divine (nith or denying of 

any of the articles of Faith 

Almighty Allah says; 

'“Then who docs more wrong than one who utters a lie against Allah and denies 
the truth [this Qur'an, the Prophet (Muhammad v* 1 ■*' j**)- the Islamic 
Monotheism] when it comes to him. Is there not in Hell an abode for the disbelievers? 
" {V, 39:3 2} 

{b} Kit/r a! Ib&' wat Takabbur mu‘at Tastiiq. This implies rejection and 
arrogance to submit to Allah' s Commandments after conviction of their truth. 

Almighty Allah says: 

"And (remember} when Wc said to the angels: 'Prostrate yourselves before 
Adam.' And they prostrated except Iblts. lie refused and was proud and was one of the 
disbelievers {disobedient to Allah).” (V. 2:34). 

(c) Kufir-ash-Shakk wciz-Zann. This implies doubting or lacking of conviction 
in the six articles of Faith. 

Almighty All5h says: 

"And be went into his garden while in a state (of pride and disbelief} unjust to 
himself, lie said: I think not that this will ever perish. And I think not the Hour will 
ever come, and if indeed I arn brought back to my Lo]d (on the Day of Resurrect lots) 1 
surely shall find better than this when l return to Him.’ His companion said to him 
during the talk with him. 'Do you disbelieve in Him Who created you out of dust (i.e. 
your father, Adam), then out of Nulftth (mixed semen drops of male and female 
discharge), then fashioned you into a man'? But as for my pari (I believe) that He is 
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Al-Kufr {Disbelief} 


Allah, my T.-fird, and none shall I associate as partner with ray Lord/ " (V. 1-8:35-38) 

(d) Kwfr-al-l'rad This implies turning away from the truth knowingly or 
deviating from the obvious signs which Allah has revealed 

Almighty Allah says: 

"We created not the heavens and the earth and all that is between them except 
with truth and for an appointed term But those who disbelieve ium away from lhat 
whereof they arc warned. " (V.46;3} 

(e) Kufr an Niftiq. This implies hypocritical disbelief. 

Almighty Allah says: 

"They have made then oaths a screen (for their hypocrisy). Thus they hinder 
(men) from the Path of Alllh Verily, evil is what they used to do. That is because 
they believed, then disbelieved, therefore their hearts arc scaled, so they understand 
not.’" (V.63:2 3) 

(2) The minor disbelief (Ai-Kuft-ai-Ajghary This aspect of disbelief does not 
exclude one from the fold of Islam. It is also termed KuftSn-Ni mah. This implies 
disbelief manifesting itself in ungratefulness for AllSh’s Blessings or Favours. 

Almighty Allah says. 

'And AlEh puts forward the example of a township (Makltah), that dwelt secure 
and well-content; its provision coming to it in abundance from every place, but it (its 
people) denied the F'avours of All£h (with ungratefulness}. So Allah made it taste 
extreme of hunger (famine) and fear, because of that (evil. i.e. denying Prophet 
Muhammad ckr- J-*) which tliey (its people) used to do.” (V. 10:112}.

HYPOCRISY AND ITS VARIOUS MANIFESTATIONS 

Hypocrisy is of lwo types, namely: 

(A) Hypocrisy in Belief 

(B) Hypocrisy ill deeds and. actions. 

(A) Hypocrisy in Belief 

There arc six aspects of hypocrisy in Belief: 

1. To deny the Messenger (Muhammad fr~~; 

2. To deny some of all that was brought by the Messenger (Muhammad ■**' 
iJU-) (e.g. the Qur'Sn, the i’jjjrranh, laws and principles of Islam).

3. To bate the Messenger (Muhammad ^ 

4 To hate some of that which was brought by the Messenger (Muhammad 

*-L** 4i!) B.g. Islamic Monotheism, etc. 

5. To feel happy at the disgrace of or the set-back for the religion of Allah's 
Messenger (Muhammad -v^ 4’ ). 

6 To dislike that Ihc religion of Allah’s Messenger (Islamic Monotheism) 
becomes victorious (tsot being, pleased at the victory of Islam). 

A person having these six types (of hypocrisy) will be in the lowest depths (grade) 
of the Fire (Hell) (See V. 4: 145) 

(B) Hypocrisy in [leech anil actions 

There, are five aspects of hypocrisy in deeds and actions, and their proof is from 
the statement of Allah's Messenger" ^ nu i J^\ Tire signs of a hypocrite are 
these: 

1. Whenever he speaks, he tells a lie. 

2. Whenever he promises, he always breaks it (his promise). 

3. If you trust him. he proves to be dishonest (if you keep something as trust with 
him, he will not return it). 

4. And in another narration of the Prophet *4^_■ v* ^ J-*' Whenever he 
quarrels, he behaves in a very imprudent, evil, insulting manner, 

5 Whenever he makes a covenant, he [Troves himself treacherous.

BIBLICAL EVIDENCE OF JESUS BEING A SERVANT OF GOD 
AND HATING NO SHARE IN DIVINITY 

INTRODUCTION 

All praise is lo ihc One to Whom all Dignity, Honour and Glory arc due: the 
Unique with perfect attributes, Who begets not, nor is He begotten. He has no equal 
but He is the Almighty, Omnipotent. He sent His Messengers and Prophets to guide 
humanity towards monotheism: to worship Him Alone, the only One Worthy ol 
worship,, and to warn them of the eternal dire consequences of polytheism, associating 
partners with Otic Allah and the worship of creatures. 

Peace and Blessings of Allah be upon all the Prophets and Messengers, especially 
on Muhammad, the last of the Prophets, and on all who follow him in righteousness 
unhl the Day of Recompense. 

JESUS AND THE DEVIL IN THE BIBLE 

In the New Testament of the Bible, in the fourth chapicr of the Gospel according 
to Matthew, ihc sixth and seventh versts clearly indicate chat Jesus is an obedient 
mortal and God rs the Master and Lord according to his saying m the seventh verse 

“It is written again. Thou shah not tempi the Lord, thy God 

In this chapter wc read that the Devil actually carried the Messiah, and took him 
from place to place. How can the Devil carry Cod'? GlorV be to Allah; He is above 
s ueh bl asphemy! 

Then the Devi] orders him to prostrate, before him and worship him, even 
tempting him with worldly possessions. How can tlic Devil even dare such an 
audacity with God^ When the Devil wanted Jesus to comply with his orders, he 
(Jesus) replied by saying that it was written (in the previous Books}' 

“Thou sbalt worship the Lord, thy God: And Him only shall thou serve.'" 

— Matthew 4:10. 

CHILDREN OF GOD 

Jesus never called himself S*rr of God as fat as I know — but he used to call 
himself the 'Son of Man' (Mark 2:10) although he heard, himself being called by that 
name be did not object — as assumed in lhe Bible — and did not consider Lhc lilie 
exclusively for him. 

According to the Biblical term in the Old and New Testaments, every God-fearing 
righteous person rs called ' Son of God'. In Matthew 5 :9 we read, 

’"Blessed are the peace-makers, for they shall be called the children of God.'' 

In Matthew 5:45 — 

'That ye may be children of your Father which is in heaven...“ 

GOD THE FATHER 

In Matthew 54S — 
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"Be ye therefore perfect, even as your Father wtiiek is in heaven is perfect." 

lit Matthew ft: 1 — 

“, r otherwise ye have no reward of your Father which is in heaven. " 

Matthew 7:21 — 

’ Not every erne that sayeth unto me (Jesus), Lord, I-ord. shall enter into the 
kingdom of heaven: hut he that doeth the will of my Father, which is in heaven .” 

N.B. The word 'Lord 1 here was translated as Rahb in the Arabic version of the 
Bible so that people may be convinced that Jesus is God’ But if one studies the rest of 
the verse, one will note that the verse bears testimony to the subservience (to God's 
Will) of the Messiah (Jesus). Therefore the eoricct translation should be: 

"Not every one chat sayeth to me, O my Matter, shall enter into the kingdom o( 
heaven;, hut he that doeth the will of my Father which is in heaven./' 

It is obvious from the above readings from the Bible that the term 'Father' is used 
for God in numerous places in the Bible. It is never used exclusively for Jesus. 

Matthew 11:25 — 

“At that time Jesus aiuwered and said, I thank Thee, O Father, laird of heaven 
and earth, because Thou hast hid these things from the wise and prudent and has 
revealed them unto babes. 

JESUS THE WORSHIPPER 

Matthew 14:23 — 

“And when he had sent the multitudes away, he went up into a mountain apart m 
pray.,.,” 

I say: If Jesus is God or a part of God then why did he pray? In fact, prayer is 
always from a submitting, needy and dependent one for the Mercy of Almighty Allah 
as mentioned in the Qur’an. 

“O mankind! Tt is you who stand in need of Allah bm Allah is Ihc Rich (Free of 
all wants and needs), the Worthy of all praise" (V 35:15) 

And in V. 19:93 of the Qur'Sn: 

"There is none in the heavens and the earth but comes to the Most Gracious 
(Allah) as a slave.” 

A BIBLICAL STORY 

Matthew 7 15:22-2$ — 

" And, behold, a woman of Canaan came out of the same coasts and cried unto 
him, saying, ‘Have mercy on me, O fjord, thou soft of David: my daughter is 
grievously vexed wiLh a devil, 5 But he answered her not a word. And his discipies 
came and besought him, saying: “Send her away, for she ciielh after us.' But he 
answered and said. 'I am not scut but unto the lost sheep of ihc house of Israel.' 

Then came she and worshipped him, saying, "Lord, help me But he answered 
and said. It is not meet to take the children's bread and to cast it to dogs.’ 

And she said. 'Truth, Lord: yet the dogs cal of the crumbs which fall from their 
masters 1 ' table ' 

Then Jesus answered and said unto her, O woman, great is thy faith: be it unto 
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tliec even as thou will. And her daughter was made whole from lhat very hour. L " 

In this story about a woman from Canaan there are noteworthy points ■ 

{]} Luck of mercy ami love charged against Jesus (if the incident. is reported 
correctly). 

{2} Degraded discrimination in regard to Lhc uplifting of his tribe and not for 
the others-, 

f3> Tribal pride of descendance md prejudice against others and calling [hem 
dogs, 

{4> .An ignorant polytheist woman dcbaicd with him and won him over 

JESUS: A PROPHET OP ALLAH. 

Matthew 19:16-17 — 

’"And behold, one came and said unto him, 'Good master, what good thing sliall I 
do lhat 1 may have eternal Itf'eT And lie said unto him, 'Why callcsl thou me good? 
(There is) none good but one, (i.c.) God. but if thou wilt enter into life, keep the 
commandments/ 

The above verses note this acknowledgment of his submissiveness (to Allah's 

Will). 

Matthew 21:45-46 — 

’ Arid when the chief priests and pharisees had beard bis parable-, they perceived 
that he spoke of them. But when they sought to lay hands on him, they feared the 
multitude because they took him for a Prophet.” 

Here it is proved that all those who believed in Jesus during his life-time did not 
believe in him being God or the Son of God or one in the doctrine of Trinity; but they 
believed in him as being a Prophet only. This is indeed one of the strongest points of 
evidence against those who believe in the Divinity of Jesus {Incarnation of Godj if 
only they pondered. 

JESUS: A SERVANT OF ALLAH. 

Matthew 23:$ — 

“But be not ye culled Rabbi: for one is your muster, even Jesus H and all ye an? 
brethren." 

Here it is dearly proved thut Jesus was servant of" Allah* and that there is only 
One Muster and He is Allah In ihc Arabic version of the Bible this verse has been, 
translated so lhut Jesus is meant to be the muster whereas the English rendering is 
nearer the: original sense ■ 

Matthew 23:9 — 

“And call no man your father upon the earth: for one is your Father which is in 
heaven." 

From this you will note that fatherhood and sonship :s meant to be the 
rciauonship between trie Lord and His servants: it is meant in a general sense and not 
specifically lor Jesus. 

Matthew 24:36 — 

"But of that day and hour knoweth no man. no, not the angels of heaven, but my 
Father only." 
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Tills is a definite proof that die Final Hour is unknown to any tint Allah, thus 
Jesus' knowledge is imperfect like all other men; Allah Alone is All Knowing, 
Omniscient 

Matthew 26:39 — 

"And he (Jesus) went a little farther, and fell on liis face and prayed, saying, 'Q 
my Father, if it lie possible, let this cup pass from rot: nevertheless not as I will, but as 
Thou wilt.' ” 

We note here that the person speaking is unaware of AllSh's Will ami realizes the 
fate that he is a servant of Allah. He (Allah) Alone tan cause the change. 

TIIE COMPILATION OB’ THE BIBLE 

Matthew' 27:7-ft — 

"And they Look counsel ami bought with Lbcm (he potter's field to bury strangers 
in Wherefore tb;u field was tailed the Field of Blood, unto this day 

From these verses wc understand (hat (he Bible (the New Testament) was not 
written during Jesus’ life-time bin long after the occurrence of the events described, 
having been retained in ihc memory nf the people. 

Matthew 27:46 — 

"And about The ninth hour Jesus cried with a loud voice, saying, Eli,Eh, lama 
sabachthani? (My God, My God, why hast Thou forsaken me?')" 

This is according to their (Christians') assumption that Jesus cried m a loud voice 
saying the above words wliile he was being crucified. This is a great insult as such 
words could only come from unbelievers in Allah. Further', it is incredible that such 
words should conic out from a Prophet of Allah because Allah never breaks His 
Promise and His Prophets never complained against His Promise. 

JESUS: PREACHER OF MONOTHEISM (TAUHlD) 

In John 17:3 — 

"And this is life eternal, that they might know Thee, the only tine God, and Jesus 
Christ whom Thou has sent.” 

In Mark 12:2E-30 — 

"And Ode of the scribe, 1 : came., and. having heard them reasoning together, and 
perceiving that he had answered them well, asked him, 'Which is the first 
commandment of all?' And Jesus answered him: ‘The first of all the commandments 
is; hear O Israel, the Lord thy God is One Lord: and thou shall love the Lord, thy Clod 
with all thy heart, and with all thy soul, and with all thy mind, and with all thy 
strength: this is the first commandment.’ ” 

In Mark 12:32 — 

“And the scrihe said unto him, 'Well, Master, Lhou hast said the tniLh: for there is 
One God;, and there is none other but lie. 

Its Mark 12:34 — 

" he (Jesus) said unto him, "Thou art not far from (he kingdom of God " 

In these verses. Jesus (peace be upon him) himself had testified that Allah is the 
One God, there is none other than Him. and lhat whoever believes in His Oneness, he 
is near the Kingdom of Allah. Therefore whoever as social cs partners with Aliah or 
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believes in liic Trinity is far away from the Kingdom of Allah, and whoever is far 
away from the Kingdom of Allah lie is the enemy of AllSih. 

In Matthew 24.36 — 

'Unt uf that day and hour kflowclb no man, no, not the angels uf the- heaven, but 
my Father only," 

I say: A similar text was quoted from Matthew which is exactly as proclaimed by 
the ■Qur'an in that none knows when the Hour will come except Allah. This 
establishes the fact tliat Jesus was subservient to AilSh and that lie had no share in 
Divinity: that he was an incarnation of God. was an innovation by the people of 
■Canaan. 

In John 20; 16 — 

“Jesus said unto her. ‘MaiyV Site turned herself, and sayctk unto him. *Kabboni\ 
which is to say, Master, Jesus saitlt unto her, ’Touch me not: For 1 am not yet 
ascended to rny Father; but go to my brethren, and say unto them, I ascend unto my 
Father and your Father; and to my God and your God.' Mary Magdalene came and 
told the disciples that she has seen the Lord, and that Tie had spoken these things unto 
her,” 

In the above narrative Jesus clearly testified that Allah is his God and their God, 
making no difference between him and them in the worship of the One AllSh. 
Whoever believes that Jesus is God has indeed blasphemed against ATlah and 
betrayed Jesus and all the Prophets end Messengers of Allah. 

BIBLICAL PROPHECY ON TTTE ADVENT OF 
MUHAMMAD (peace be upon him +J— - cds- 

John 14 15-16 — 

“If you Jove ine, keep my commandments. Anri I will pray the Father ami He shall 
give you another Comforter that he may abide with you forever.” 

Muslim theologians have said lhat “another Comforter " is Muhammad, the 
Messenger of Allah; and him to “abide forever" means the perpetuity of his laws and 
way of life (Shari ah) and cite Book (Qur f 5n) which was revealed to him. 

John 15:26-27 — 

“But when <hc Comforter is come, whom 1 will send unto you from the Father, 
even the Spirit of truth, which procccdcth from the Father, he shall testify of me; And 
ye also shall bear witness, because yc have been with me from the beginning. " 

John 16:5-S — 

“But now I go my way to Him that scnl me and none of you nskelh me 'Whilhcr 
goes! thou?" But because I have said these things unto you, sorrow hath filled your 
heart. Nevertheless I tell you the truth; for if I go not away, the Comforter will not 
come unto you: but if I depart, I will send him unto you. And when he is come, he 
will reprove the world of sin, and approve righteousness and judgment." 

John 16 : 12-14 — 

“I have yet many things to say unto you. but you cannot bear them now, How be it 
when he, the Spirit of imlh. is come, he will guide you into all truth: for he shall not 
speak of himself: but whatsoever he shall hear, that shall he speak, and he will shew- 
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you things to come. He shall glorify me: for lie shall receive of mine, and lie shall 
shew it unco you." 

John Jh lb — 

: ‘A little while and ye shall not see me: and again a little while, ye shall .see me, 
because I go to the Father." 

Muslim theologians have stated that the person who is described by .Jesus to come 
afler him — in the abpvc verses — does not comply with any other person but 
Muhammad pL-j? ii the Messenger of Allah. This ‘person' whom Jesus 
prophesied will come after him is called in the Bible ‘Parqalccta’ This word was 
deleted by later interpreters and translators and changed at limes to "Spirit of Truth’, 
and at other limes, to ‘Comforter' and sometimes to "Holy Spirit'. The original word 
is Greek and its meaning is ‘one whom people praise exceedingly/ The sense of the 
word is applicable to the word ‘Muhammad’ {in Arabic). 

FINALITY OF PROOFS ON THE FABRICATION 
OF THE STORY OF THE CROSS 

{1} The Bible testifies to the fact that Jesus was known among the Jews: he used 
to preach and deliver sermons in lhc Temple of Solomon in Jerusalem, It was 
therefore, unnecessary to hire a Jew for thirty pieces of silver to direct them to him as 
related in Matthew, 

{2} It is related that one of the twelve disciples named Judas Iscariot was hired to 
direct the Jews to Jesus, They then sentenced him after which Judas was greatly 
ashamed and dissociated himself from ihcir act and then committed suicide. .All this 
took place within twenty-four hours, The contradictions arc obvious, 

{3} The clearest proof which alone is sufficient to discredit this story is when the 
Jews passed the sentence of death against Jesus and intended to get the approval o£ 
the governor. Pontius Pilate. 

Matthew 27:11 14 — 

'And Jesus stood before the governor: The governor asked bun. saying. Art thou 
the king of the Jews!' And Jesus said unto him, ‘Thou saycsl": And when he was 
accused of (by) the chief priests and elders he answered nothmg. Then said Pilate 
unto him. Hcarcst thou not how many things they witness against thee?' And he 
answered hnn never {to) a word..." 

The Christians will interpret the above verse to mean that Jesus wanted to die on 
the Cross for the redemption of mankind and for the forgiveness of their sms. If so, 
then why did he ask to turn away that cup from him (i.e. death)? Why did he cry out 
while on the Cross (as they assume): "O Lord, why hast Thou forsaken rucT L How 
could he have remained silent when the truth was being challenged? He was known 
for his soul inspiring sermons challenging the learned Jewish Rabbit. No sane person 
can believe in this, Ii" the story of the Cross is disproved then the very foundation on 
which Christianity is based, will be demolished. 

Muslims believe that Jesus was not crucified by the Jews as revealed in tire Holy 
Qur'an by Allah in a crystal clear manner: V. 4:157,158.— 

"And because of their saying (m boast): 'We killed Messiah Jesus, son of Mary, 
the Messenger of Allah". — but they killed him not. nor crucified him. but it appeared 
so to them [the resemblance of Jesus was put over another man (and they killed that 
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man)], and those who differ therein are full of doubts. They have no (certain) 
knowledge, they follow nothing but conjecture, For surely, they killed him not {i.c., 
Jesus, son of Mary). But Allah raised hnn (Jesus) up (with his body and soul) unto 
Himself (and he is in the heavens).. And Allah is Ever All Powerful, All 

Wise.” 

The lews themselves, together with the entire Christian world, believe that he was 
crucified. As proofs against then views and to prove the truth of the Musluii verdier 
through the Bible, I prepared the following set of questions based on the Book of 
Matthew in the New Testament of the Bible. (Chapters 26 and 27): 

(1) Did those who captured Jesus (according to their assumption) know him in 
person ? or did they not know him? 

Matthew- testifies that they did not know him. 

{2} Was it during die day or night that he was captured? 

Matthew says — it was during (he night. 

(а) Who was the (me LhaL directed them Lo him? 

Matthew says He was one of his twelve disciples called Judas Iscariot. 

{4) Did he direct them free of charge or for a fixed reward which they specified, 
for him’ 7 

Matthew says: He directed them to him for a fixed reward of thirty pieces of 
silver. 

{5) What was the condition of Jesus during that night? 

Matthew says: He was fearful and prostrated m prayer saying: "0 God, if' it is 
possible for You to let this cup pass from me. then let it pass.” It is incredible that 
such words could come from a believer in God. let alone a Prophet of God. because 
all believers believe that God has power over all things. 

(б) What was the condition of his eleven disciples ? 

Matthew says: Sleep overcame them that night together with their teacher 
(according to (heir assumption) out of fear. 

{7} Wat Jesus contented with their condition? 

Matthew stays (verses 4ft-4f>): He wait m>l Satisfied. He- used Its tmne to them to 
wake them up saying: "Watch and pray, that ye enter not into temptation; the- spirit 
indeed is willing hut the. flesh is weak." Then he would come again to find them 
asleep and he would, again wake them up and say the same thing. This weakness could, 
not have been spoken of righteous pupils even if they were pupils of an ordinary 
pious teacher, let alone the disciples ol' Jeaus, son of Mary. 

{S} Did they help him when those ruffians captured him' ? 

Matthew says: They forsook him and fled. 

{9) Did Jesus have confidence in his disciples that night? 

Matthew says: Jesus informed them that they will all forsake him. Then Jesus said 
unto them: "Verily I say unto thee that this night before lhe cock crows, thou shall 
deny me— thrice." Peter said onto him, "Although 1 should die with thee, yet will I 
not deny thee " Likewise also said all the disciples. And sort happened 

(10) How did those ruffians capture hint? 
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Matthew says: They came to him with swords and staves after they were directed 
to him by a Jew, then they captured him as described m verse 57: 

"And they that had laid hold on Jesus, led him away to Caiaphas the high priest, 
where die elders were assembled.” 

There they passed the sentence of death on him. The ruffians then took him away, 
spat on Ills fact and struck him with their hands after which they stripped him of his 
clothes and clad him in scarlet robes, then placed a crown of thorns on his head and 
took him about, teasing and mocking him. They sard to him: 'You are the king of 
Israel according to your claim.' They severely degraded him. 

(11) Who finally decided to pass the death sentence against liim? 

Matthew says: lie was Pontius Pilate, who was at that dme the governor of 
Palestine. 

{12) When the ruffians brought that man before the governor anil informed him 
that the priest of the Jews passed the .sentence of death by crucifixion according to 
their law (Torah), did he believe in them without investigation? 

Matthew says: lie did UOt believe them but asked that man: 'Ts it IrUe what they 
have said? 1 ' [Ie remained silent. The question was repeated, and he continued to 
remain silent He remained silent in view of the truth, it w‘as essential for him even if 
he was not a Prophet to clarify the truth and deny the false accusation of the Jews. The 
governor’s wife went to the governor and she said to him: "‘Have thou nothing to do 
with that just man? for I have suffered many things this day in a dream because of 
him." 

The Bible stales that Jesus delivered lengthy speeches to the Jews rebuking and 
warning them which amounted to defaming them. Tbeo why was he silent that day? 
The governor's intention for asking him was to stand for lire truth. 

(13) How was he crucified according to their assumption' 5 

Matthew says: They crucified him between two thieves both of whom abused him 
by saving lt.i him, “If you are truthful ihcn save yourself,” 

(14) This was a great calamity What did he say while on the cross (according to 
their assumption}' 7 

Matthew says (27 46): 

Jesus cried with a loud voice, saying, ‘ Eli. Eli, lama sabachthani? (that ls to say,} 
my God. my God. why hast Thou forsaken me?" 

This is a blatant declaration of disbelief according to all theological authorities. 
Whoever relates it to a Prophet is a disbeliever according to the revealed religions. 

Almighty Allah, in the Qur'dn warns, the lews and the Christians against their 
blasphemy; that Jesus is an incarnation of God (Allah) or the son of God (AllSh) or in 
rejecting him totally: and that they must believe m him as a Messenger of Allah only: 

”And there is none of the people of the Scripture (Jews and Christians) but must 
believe m him (Jesus, son oi Mary, as only a Messenger oi Allah and a human being) 
before his (Jesus -ufr- or a Jew's or a Christian’s) death (at the time of the 

appearance of the angel of death). And on the Day of Resurrection, he (Jesus) will be 
a witness against litem." (V.4:l59).
